Whether this 
is half so effective or informative 
as talking to the public directly 
—say through nationwide TV-—-is 
open to big dispute. 


Rusk and other high Slate De- 


partment officials spoke here to 
about 500 
radio-TV 
executives, 


commentators and newsmen who 
came from around the country at 
their own expense. Tuesday Ken- 
nedy talked to them, loo. 


But, 
since it was all off-thc-rcc- 


ordj two rules apply: 


1. When t'hcse people return 


home, if they want to talk on the 
air or in print about what they 
learned, none of it. can be pre- 
sented as coming from Kennedy, 
Rusk or others in the adminis- 
tration. 


2. They must present what they 


learned, if they wish to discuss 
it at all, as their own views, in 
one way or another. They were 
told no secrets, of course, because 
none could be divulged without 
violating national security. 


For several weeks now, other 


officials of the Kennedy, adminis 
tration have been talking off-the 
record with newsmen and TV 
commentators at luncheons and 
dinritrs. 
; 


Here, too, nothing reported later 


can be presented as coming from 
them, directly or indirectly, or as 
reflecting the views of the admin. 
istralion. Some Of these off-the 
record sessions can be extraor- 
dinarily dull and barren. 


Officials in the administrations 


of Presidents Roosevelt, Truman 
and Eisenhower held similar off- 
the-recbrd sessions but with small 
"roiips of newsmen and commen- 
tators. 


Eisenhower himself hod a series 


of such meetings with newsmen 
ic invited to the White House for 
dinners. 


The trouble with all this 
from 


.he standpoint of public informa- 
tion—is that the public is not be 
ing told and in fact, by the rules 
laid clown, is prevented from be- 
ing told the true origin of this 
information. 


There is one situation in which 


the public can have no doubt Kcn- 
Vcd'y is talking. That is at his 
wide open -news conferences, be- 
cause Iher.' he can be quoled di- 
rcclly in all he says. 


But .time alone in these 30-min- 


ute sessions must often prevent 


from going inlo all the de- 


tail an answer to a question may 
require. 


And, 
since his statements are 


answers to questions, he docs not 
lave a chance to go into problems 
he may consider more important 
and worthy Of discussion than 
what is asked him. 


He could do a real educational 


[ob with the public by talking to 
it directly on TV about national 
problems. For some reason he 
hasn't tried this yet. 


Eisenhower

early in his administration, mak- 
ing his first such TV talk on 
April 16, 1953. Jrtis secretary of 
state, tlhe late John Foster Dulles 
made a TV talk on foreign policy
